I must confos« +.0 i.oeu am-prised by the United States government 1 s apparent 

choice cf location /or what has-been called "the next Vietnam". -That "Hihere' would be a 
"next -Vietnam" has not' been open -to doubt. The men and policies which planned American 
policy in Vietnam are still dominant in Washington, and war remains 1 a vital necessity 
to the economic health of our country. But, to judge from trial balloons, sent up in the

Russian 
con^ol ;of Africa, Angola's critical position on the oil shipping rout^, ' it s-rich natu- 
ral resources, and, as Senator Humphrey put it, ' K . .m~- do.,nnt~ propose ''we should simply 
ignore this Soviet challenge". (Hew York Posi, ,18 Decemta- 1 975) '"In short, the Soviet ■ : 
Union^ndjthe^ An^bl£h £roup it supports have. flatly challenged the imperial-mission of 
the , United : State s of America. This- cannot oe allowed in even' -the slightest .degree. 

Badly burned by their ^experiences in 'opposa^ .;tM--American 'war ' aga'inst Vietnam, Pa- 
cifistsj.are. apparently goijig t,<? sit^thls ohe out.... There have been a "few weird. noises in 
the Senat&hafoout ^fie' •Sojn^'jAm^ri^.n named intervention into Angola, but "there were such 
noises before Vietnam %*-o* Then they could be traced to that national laughing-stock, 
Wayne Morse; now they're mostly coming from an Iowan. named Dick Clark.

BOB LIPTON (29 September 1975): It's nice to see something in GRAUSTARK besides 
games for a change... 

I'd like to comment on Peter Berggren's letter in #335, on his sentence about Wal- 
ker dying of leukemia. As all readers of my 'zine know, the article detailing Rod's 
"disease" appeared in The Mixumaxu Gazette . When I published the article I detailed 
tho tlionghts the article raised in my mind, and offered xeroxes of the original letters 
to anyone who would pay for the costs «f xeroxing ahcLimailing. 

Interestingly enou^i, during the month and a half during which anyone could have 
gotten copies, no one did. There are two possibilities: either everyone believed what I 
said and the actuality of the letters or 2) no one cared particularly, or 3) people are 
so used to the filth poured out by Walker and Co. abrut John Beshara and anyone who has 
the"poor sense" to be his ffiend "and therefore a puppet" that they didn't even consider 
the relevance of the matter. 

During that time, I received comments on the matter, mostly from New Yorkers who 
imparted their pearls of wisdom by mouth.

All this is something that would appear in a fead novel. Unfortanately, the bad no- 
velists have this justification: that people often act in this manner. 

The dying man continues to try to effect a cure, of course. This is quite under- 
standable. Finally, it looks as if he will n»t die. Therr is rejoicing by both this 
inan : and his . ex-en<?my.. 

A cure is effected. Greater joy on both sides. A minor miracle! The once-dying 
mari, who has changed from a heterosexual agnostic to a homosexual Catholic, gives thanks 
to his gods. His onetime enemy, it is to te assumed, also gives thanks to his god. 

All is joy, et c. to nauseous details. 

A year and-^a half later, the once-dying mai t is attacking his once-and-present enemy 
as vociferously, if not more so, than before. He writes to friends of his onetime friend 
that thoy should pay no heed to friendship, but attack this friend publicly. This is, I 
believe, known as 'biting the hand that feeds you'. If, of course, Walker was faking 
when he told John he had leukemia, that but makes it w»rse. 

Now, as to whether or not Walker actually wrote the letters in the article, I will 
say this: I am not an expert on such things, but then again, I am no fool. The follow- 
ing factors were involved in my belief that the letters were real, for both John and I 
insisted I see than before publishing the article; 1 : the paper jome of the letters were 
printed on were the backs on some sort of variant which used North America or the US 
(west half) as a board.
